At Lancaster Already the Worst 
Flood in Many Years Is Being 
Mxperienced, and the 
Worst Is Yet To 
Come. 


Pittsburg, February 26.—Indications at 
nm.idnight are that the big ice gorge in the 
Allegheny river may let go early tomor- 
tow Morning or during the day some time. 
The firat sign of a general breakup in 
the gorge occurred about noon 
just below Kittanning. The ice cracked 
int a number of places at this point, mak- 
ing cracks that extended from bank to 
bank. The breaking of the iee made a 
ncise that could be heard for miles and 
resembied thunder. Between 11 a. m. and 
<p. m. the river rose about 3 feet, caused 
by the melting ice and snow on the hill 
sides. The Kiskiminetas river is still 
frozen solic, though great volumes of wa- 
ter are flowing out. At 11:30 o'clock to- 
right the government observer issued the 
following statement: 


“There is no indication of heavy rain in 
sight at the present time. The Mononga- 
hela ice is still running and wi!] no doubt 
be all out of the main stream by Thurs- 
day or Friday. The Youghiogheny is still 
closed with no reports of its moving up to 
10 o'clock. The river observers at Free- 
port reported at 8 p. m.:~- River 6.8, rising 
Ne showing @ rise since 8 a. m. of 1.4

“At 8:45 p. m. the same observer tel- 
«phoned that the ice had started cut with 
10 feet of water, a rise of 3.2 feet In forty- 
five minutes. This looks as if the ice in 
the Allegheny river would break up to- 
morrow or Thursday night. The result 
cannot be predicted. Al] I can do !s to 
say that the indications are that it may 
rove cut,”’ 

Residents Are in Terror. 

Lancaster ,Pa., February 26.—Residents 

oy jhe river front at Celumbia are ir 
a state of terror tonight. The worst 
flood in recent years is being experienced. 
The ice on the Susquehanna broke about 
4 o'clock, betwecn Columbia and Ma- 
rietta, and passed down streag: until it 
reached the old dam just below Columbia, 
where a jam formed. Then the water be- 
gan to back up and in a short time it had 
risen 8 or 9 feet. At 6 o'clock the rise 
was not so rapid, but it continued at an 
alarming rate and the flood was still 
spreading at 9 o'clock tonight. By 10:50 
o'clock the water had entered the bouer 
room of the electric light pliant, drogvning 
the fires and leaving the town in darkness 
ten'ght. TKe tracks of the Columbia and 
Port Deposit railroad at some places @re 
submerged and piled with ice.

Addresses Made by Reid, Ridder, the

New York, February 26.—Prince Henry 
of Prussia dined. tonight With 1,000 of 
the men who make American newspapers. 
He was the special guest of Herman Rid- 
der, proprietor of the New York Staats 
Zeitung, who gathered at his table a 
majority of the leading figures in Amer- 
ican journalism. They came from the 
four quarters of the eountry and made 
the most noteworthy gathering of their 
profession ever assembled. in the United 
States. There was a felicitous exchange 
of greetings hetween Prince Henry and 
the men who spoke for the journalistic 
craft and thé affair claims,-rank as one 
of the notable incidents of the American 
tour of the German prince. 

The dinner was givén in the handsome 
ball room of the Waldorf-Astoria hotel, 
but that immense apartment was not 
large enough t6 aceOmmodate the nu- 
merous guests and the Astor gailery was 
also used. 

The two rooms weré splendidly decorat- 
ed. Mr. Ridder and the special guests 
sat at an elevated table above which 
were the American: and German flags. 
The steves were crossed and the ban- 
ner, draped fan-like, reached out like 
the wings of a huge butterfly. Above 
them was the Prussian eagle, done in 
incandescent lights. From the boxes 
hung clinging vines and set in on the 
ledges were hundreds of palms. Each 
table carried bouquets of. American 
Beauty roses, eround which were can- 
Gelabra framed in red. 

As the diners took their places the 
ladies of many of S44p appéared in 
the boxes, which wal! the room. 

Coming of the Prince. 

Prince Henry, attended by the mem- 
bers of his suite, drove to the hotel under 
escort of cavalry and mounted police. 
The demonstration in the streets leading 
to the hotel was the most cordial of any 
that has so far marked his appearance 
in public. ' 

Great crowds linea the way and pressed 
against the police guards that had been 
thrown around the Thirty-third street 
entrance to the hotel. They cheered 
when the prince came in sight and he 
frequently raised his hand to his cap in 
acknowledgment of the demonstrations. 

The prince reached the notel at 8:30 
o’clock and was received by Mr. Ridder. 
They shook hands warmly and while 
they paused for a brief talk the members 
of the suite and the delegates of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt filed up to the banquet 
hell.

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RADFORD L. GILBERT. the New 
RB York architect, was in the city yes- 
terday, having come here from 
Charleston for the purpose of looking into 
the Atianta depot situation. 

Mr. Gilbert has completed his work in 
Charleston, the construction of the expo- 
sition buildings, which were turned over 
to the management three weeks ago, 
and along with them Mr. Gilbert turned 
back $36,000 of the appropriation. made 
to complete the exposition work. 

He called on Governor Candler yester- 
«Way morning and had a brief conference 
with reference to the Atlanta depot situa- 
tion, though there was nothing definite 
said on either side. 

Mr. Gilbert did inform the governor, 
however, that. he would take the matter 
under consideratién’-and let him have « 
reply to his recent letter with regard 
to the preparation of preliminary plans 
for a union depot on the state’s prop- 
erty. 

As is well known, the depot committee 
has no funds at its disposal with which 
to pay for this preliminary work, and the 
aprropriation for building the depot does 
not become available until July, 1903. In 
the event no depot is built the ap- 
propriation does not become available 
at all, and the commission would have to 
go to the legislature for any expense in- 
curred In the effort to bring about the 
desired end. 

Mr. Gilbert, of course, understands the 
situation, but it is understood he will 
submit a proposition with reference to 
making the preliminary plans desired. 
He has made a specialty of depot con- 
struction and solving problems of this 
kind for railroads throughout the coun- 
try, notably the Illinois Central depot in 
Chicago and the Grand Central station 
in New York city. In fact, his business 
is working out difficult problems of the 
kind presented to Atlanta,- and he has 
had some experience with the -pfesent 
one, though the conditions are now some- 
what changed. 

It Is a Different Problem. 

Mr. Gilbert prepared plans for a depot 
on the state’s property thre} vears ago 
at the time the matter was taken under 
active discussion.

The 
senators had before them full reports of 
the sj eeches of hoth esenators, making 
careful’ comparison of their language. 
Each member also was provided a copy 
of the constftution, and of the rules of 
the senate, and these, as ‘well as the es- 
tablished parliamentary authorities, were 
consulted frequently. 

A half dozen different suggestions were 
made as to modés of punishment, includ- 
ing suspension and censure by the sen- 
ate, and censure with the added require- 
ment of further apologies from the offen- 
ders. There also was a continued dis- 
cussion of the relative punishment of the 
two men. Most of the republican mem- 
bérs of the committee hold that to Sena- 
tor Tillman should be awarded a more 
severe form of rebuke than to Senator 
McLaurin, while the democrats do not 
generally concede there should be dis- 
crimination. 

Senator Bailey quoted at length from 
the speech made by . Senator Tillman, 
which provoked the reply of Senator Mc- 
Laurin, contending that it did not make 
a specific charge of bribery.

Berlin, February 26—The tariff com- 
mittee of the reichstag today adopted the 
compromise amendment to the new tariff 
bi regarding the corn duties, in spite 
of strenuous opposition by the govern- 
ment membefs.

A dispatch from Lord Kitchener made 
public today says: 

“A convoy of empty wagons was at- 
tacked and captured by the Boers south- 
west of Klerksdorp (Transvaal colony) 
February 24. The escort corisisted of a 
force of the imperial yeomanry, three 
companies of the Northumberland Fusil- 
eers and two gus. The fighting was 
severe, but no further details.”

General Lueban, Notorious 
for His Ferogity, Taken by 
Philippine Scouts. 


HE WAS THE COMMANDER | 
OF THE SAMAR INSURGENTS 


Dunston, a Deserter from the Ameri- 
cans, Also with an 
Ammunition Making Outfit. _ 
Filipine Girl Killed in , 
the Affray. 


Washington, February 26.—General 
Chaffee today notéfied the war depart- 
ment that Lieutenant’ Strebler, of the 
Philfppine scouts, captured General Luc- 
ban on the 22d instant. The prisoner is 
confined at Laguan. . 

Afiother captured is recorded in the 
same’ dispatch, namely, that of William 
Dunston, said to be a deserter from com- 
pany C, Eighth infantry, who had in his 
possession a lot of arms and ammunition 
and all of the tools necessary for the 
making of amnmunitton. He was captured 
by Second Lieutenant Pratt, First infan- 
try, at Caghayan, on the island of Sa- 
mar. The lieutenant also destroyed the 
cuartel and the factory, and killed eleven 
soidiers, besides capturing all of Duns- 
ton’s correspondence. 

The officials of the war department re- 
gard the capture of General Lucban as 
the most important military event since 
Aguinaldo’s capture. He was run down 
On the tsland of Samar. The place of his 
confinement is a tiny island in a bay on 
the north coast of Samar. 

Lucban is one of the most energetic 
and ferocious rebels. He is a half breed, 
a mixturé of Chinese and Filipino stock, 
and he has been an irteconciliable from 
the first. He had various fastnesses tn 
the mountains of Samar, from which he 
would descend upon the coast towns and 
his reign of terror was 80 complete that 
the entire population of the isiand paid 


tribute to him as the price of freedom;

Decision That Will Liberate Thou- 
sands of Japanese Women. 

Pittsburg, Pa., February 26.—The Meth- 
odist Protestant board of foreign missions 
of the United States met here today.

WYNDHAM SCORES IRISHMEN.

Valet Jones Admits on Stand 
That He Has Told Manv 


Lies. 


AT LEAST FOUR STORIES © 
TOLD BY THE EX-VALET 


He First Charged Patrick with the 
Murder of Rice, , but in His, 
Final Story He Made 
Himself the Mur- 
derer.

New York, February 26.—In the Patrick 
murder tria? today the continued cross- 
examination of Charles F. Jones, the 
valet, took up both sessions of court and 
was not finished when court adjourned 
in the afternoon. ao 

The feature of today’s cross-examina- 
tion was the bringing out that Jones had 
told four stcries concerning the death of 
Millionaire Rice. Three of these were 
that Lawyer Patrick had killed the oid 
man, as to the main point. The other 
was told to Assistant District Attorney 
Osborne, and was the same that Jones 
told the jury the other day. This was 
that the witness had killed Mr. Rice by 
giving him chlorcform to inhale. The 
defense brought out today, however, that 
Jones had told this story after Mr. Os- 
borne had told Jones that he had proof 
that Patrick was not in the house when 
Mr. Rice died. 

Late in the afternoon Jones, in answer 
to questions, said Mr. Rice had heen kind 
to him, and he had entered into a con- 
spiracy against his benefactor because of 
the money Patrick had promised him. 

Why Jones Confessed. 

Jones said he understood from Mr. Os- 
borne that if he wanted any consideration 
he must teli a story that would stand 
corroboration. Captain Paker engaged 
George Gorden Battle to act ag attorney 
for the witness, and Jones said he under- 
stood from Mr. Battle that he was to re- 
ceive “some immunity.” 

“When your father visited you in the 
hespital,’’ Mr. Mwore asked, “did he ask 


you for the truth?” 
“No. I toid him Mr. Battle would tell 
him all abou: the case.” 

“And you knew Mr. Battle did not have 
the truth?"’ 

**Yes,’’ 

“Then, there on that bed of sickness, 
you deliberately deceived your father and 
your counsel?’ 

“I don’t remember now what my intent 
was.”’ 

The witness said he made another state- 
ment to Mr. Osborne in the presence of 
Mr. Battle, about the time Patrick wus 
6rrested. 

Jones told cf the visits Mr. Battle paid 
him in hospitals and of the statement he 
made on the occasion of the fourth visit. 
Mr. Battle took down his statement, and 
Mr. Osborne produced it and went into 
the evidence on Mr. Mocre’s demand. It 
was read to the jury. In that statement 
Jones repeated his story that it was 
Patrick who administered the chloroform 
to Mr. Rice. 


Admits Story Partly False. 


‘“‘Was the story you told to your coun- 
se] true?’ Mr. Moore asked. 

‘There were false statements in it,’’ re- 
plied the witness. 

“Did you then tell Mr. Osborne all the 
disputed signatures were genuine as far 
as you knew anything about them, with 
the exception of the one on the Swenson 
check?” 

“TIT don’t think I ever told bim that. I 
have never sworn out and out that those 
signatures are forgeries. All I know 
about them is that the papers were not 
signed by Mr. Rice the day they are 
dated.”’ 

Jones said it was true that he did not 
say Rice was killed by chloroform until 
after the chemist’s report to that effect 
had been made. 

Jones said he was present when an 
elevator boy emrloyed at 8300 Madison 
avenue told Mr. Osborne that Patrick did 
not visit the house the day Mr. Rice dicd 
until after Mr. Rice’s death. 

“Was it not because of their state- 
ments,”’ Mr. Moore asked, ‘“‘that you con- 
fessed that you killed Mr. Rice?” 

Jones did not reply to this question, but 
in answer to another he said it was true 
that he made a confession to the effect 
that he himself killed Rice, after Mr. Os- 
borne had told Kim he had proof that Mr. 
Patrick was not at the Madison avenue 
house on the day of Mr. Rice’s death. 


Why Checks Were Destroyed. 

Jones explained that the’ reason the 
Swenson check books were destroyed was 
because Patrick feared it would be dis- 
covered that the checks he used would 
not fit the stubs, Mr. Moore asked why 
similar action was not necessary with the 
Fifth Avenue Trust Company's books. 

“Beceuse the Fifth Avenue's bank 
checks were separated by perforated 
erfis,’’ Jones said, “while the Swens.on 
checks were on solid stubs and had to be 
cut or torn off.”’ 

“Mr. Rice was kind to you, wasn't he?” 

“VYes.”’ 

‘‘He took vou when you were without 
work end made a man out of you?’ 

“He did.”’ 

“Yet you were ready to enter into a 
conspiracy with a man to rob and mur- 
der your benefactor?” 

“Yes, if Patrick paid me the money he 
promised.”’ 

“You want this jury to believe that for 
the sum of $200 ver to you by a 
stranger you entered into a criminal) con- 
spiracy to rob your employer of $2,500,ww, 
the amount he would lose if he lost the 
litigation over Mr. Rice's will?’ 

“Yes, if you call it conspiracy.”’ 

Court adjourned until tomorrow.

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MURDERS MAN 


Woodford Hughes Is Shot to 
Death By Lvnchers While 
in Bed. 


HE WAS DONE TO DEATH 


FOR WOUNDING ANOTHER 


Shots Fired by the Lynchers Were 


So Well Directed That the En- 
‘tire Top of Hughes’ Head 
: Was Blown Off. 


Jacksonville, Ills, February 26.—Wood- 
ford Hughes was shot by a mob early 
today at:'Nortonville, a small town in the 
southern part of this county, 6 miles from 
a railroad. Hughes until a few months 
ego lived at Nortonville. Last August 
James Sweerey, of the same town, was 
shot while driving one night along a 
country read. His injuries were serious, 
but he finally reccverei., | 

Hughes was accused of doing the shoot- 
ing, and a mob of Sweeney's friends sur- 
rounded his house with the intention of 
lynching him, but he had fied to another 
ecunty. Three weeks later Hughes came 
to this city and gave himself up to the 
euthorities. He was tried and cleared of 
the charge, but was warned never to go 
to th: Nortonville neighborhood again. 
He opened a butcher shop here and heed- 
ed the warning, not going to Nortonville 
until yesterday, when he went down to 
buy some cattle. 

Some of his enemies learned of his 
presence in the neighborhood, and during 
the night a mob surrounded the house 
where he was staying and shot him in his 
bed. At least a dozen shots were fired 
through the window of his.room, and his 
body was riddied with bullets. Some of 
the shots were so well directed that the 
entire top of his head was blown off. 
Hughes came to this county from Ken- 
tucky four years ago. He was 37 years of 
age, and leaves a widow and one child.

MARCH IN GRAND PARADE 


And Are Reviewed by the Prince. 
“Veterans of the Franco-Prus- 
sian War in Parade—Ad- 
dress Made by the 
Prince. 


New York, February 26.—From the din- 
ner given by the “Captains of Industry,” 
Prince Henry pr@:eded by mounted po 
lice, who cleared Fifth avenue of all ve- 
hicles, sending them into the side streets, 
was driven to the imperial] yacht, Ho.en- 
zollern. After a two hours’ stay the 
prince, accompanied by his suite, Am- 
bassador Von Holleben and Admiral 
Evans, was driven to the Arion Socie- 
fy hall, there to review the torchlight 
procession of the German societies. He 
Was escorted by troop C, of Brooklyn, 
and mounted police. . 

The prince entered the main entrance 
of the Ario Society’s hall on Park ave- 
nue. There he was met By a committee 
of the ‘club, headed by President Frank 
Von Briessen, who extended a cordial 
welcome. -Prince Henry replied ~--cfly 
in German that it gave him great pleas- 
ure to find himself in the house of a ~-er- 
man society and it afforded him the op- 
portunity of witnessing the parade d@ the 
German ‘societies from its balcony. 

Prince Makes Speech. 

The prince was then escorted to the 
larger hall upstairs, where he was greet- 
ed by Dr. Louis Weyland and the com- 
mittee of the German-American societies, 
who presented to him a handsome album. 
In returning thanks the prince said: 

“Mr. President: Allow me to express 
my sincere thanks for this hearty recep- 
dion. It fils me with joy to see that all 
German societies of New York city have 
participated in this ovation, which I do 
not take as tendered to me, but to my 
brother, his majesty, the German empe- 
ror, my high sovereign. 

“Gentlemen, most of you are citizen® 
of this- splendid country, the United 
States. From your old fatherland you 
have brought over here a certain — 
of duty which has, undoubtedly to 
large extent, helped you to the euccess 
you have attained as citizens of this 
country. It is my wish that you may, 
as citizens of this splendid country, ad- 
here to the same sense of duty which ac- 
tuateg your brethérn in the old country.” 

Veterans Are Reviewed. 

The parade started at 6:30 p. m. from 
Seventy-second street, where were as- 
sembled the veterans of the Franco- 
Prucsian war of 1871. There were about 
fix thousand men in line. Throughout

thronged with cheering <pectators, tho 
greatest crowd being in the vicinity of 
the club.

Promptly at 8:30 c’clock Prince Henry 
and his party left the Arién Club and

“From the days in which Baron von 
Steuben dried the raw recruits and far- 
rer lads of the continental army, made 
soldiers of them, and made possible 
Washington's great victory, Germany 
has ever been the steadfast friend of the 
United States. We greet you not alone 
as a German prince, but also as one 
bound to us by the ties of kinship. The 
Sexon spirit has played its part in 
American national life as it has done with 
vou in giving renewed vigor to the great 
cmpire from which you come. And that 
strain in the American people, let us 
hope, will bring our two great nations 
closer together in the bonds of friend- 
ship in the future. In this spirit. then, I 
ask you gentlemen tc rise. and all stand- 
ing. to drink to the health and long life 
of his royal highness, Prince Henry of 
Prussia.”’ 

Prince to Editors. 

Prince Henry was then introduced. As 
he stood up the crowd burst into song, 
“Hoch Zoll Er Leben Mal Hoch.’ After 
that they sang “For He’s a Jolly Good 
Feliow.’’ Before beginning Tits s€t speech 
the prince said, ‘“‘This is.the largest in- 
terview I ever had.’’ He then said: 

“Mr. Toastmaster and Gentiemeny 1 am 
fully aware of the fact that 1 am the 
guest and in the presence of the repre- 
sentatives of the press of the United 
States and in particular of The New York 
Staats-Zeitung, both of which I wish to 
thank for the kind invitation and recep- 
tion 1 have met with tonight. 

‘“‘Before entering into detajls I should 
Kkke all of you to understand that 1 con- 
sider this meeting, though it may be look- 
ed upon as official, as a private one and 
that it is my wish that none of you will 
take advantage of what is said or spoken 
after leaving this table. 

“Undoubtedly the press of our day is 
a factor, if not a power, w=f"n may not 
be neglected and which I should like to 
compare with ever so many submarine 
mines which blow up, in many cages, in 
the most unexpected manner, but your 
own naval history teaches us not to mind 
bee should they ever be in our way. 
The language used on this memorable 
occasion was stronger than I would ven- 
ture to reproduce here tonight. I need 
only mention the name of Farragut. 

“Another comparison might be more 
to your taste; it is one which his majesty 
the emperor used before I le™. He said, 
‘You will meet many members of the 
press, and I wish you, thereforé, to keep én 
mind that the press men in the United 
States rank almost with my generais in 
command.’ 

“It will interest you, I know, to learn 
something about the nature of my mis- 
sion to this country. The facts are as 
follows: His majesty, the emperor, has 
minutely studied the recent and rapid de- 
velopment of the United States and his 
majesty is well aware of the fact that 
vours is a fast moving nation. His se:uau- 
ing me to this country may. therefore, 
be looked upon as an act of friendship 
and courtesy with the one desire of pro- 
moting friendlier relations between Ger- 
many and the United States. Should you 
be willing to grasp a proffered hand you 
will find such a one on tho other side of 
the Atlantic ocean.” 


Editor Smith, of Philsdelphia.

point introduced Charles Emory Smith, 
saving that Mr. Smith had been a minis- 
ter of state, a great editor and 1s known 
as the silver-tongued orator of America. 

After recounting what Ameriea owes 
to Germany in literature, philosophy, art 
and music, Mr. Smith said: 

“Our debt is not alone or chiefly to in- 
dividual achievements. It is to the char- 
acter and conscience of the German peo- 
yle.

Through their 
veins and through ours, refined through 
the centuries, flows the same original 
strain of Saxon blood, always frank, man- 
ly and true; and in the greetings of this 
hour and of this whole welcome visit of 
his royal highness as the chosen and 
worthy representative of the German 
emperor and people, we seal a new bond 
of friendship and join hands in the fel-

WOMEN SWORN 
BY BRIGANDS 


To Give No Information That 
Would Be of Benefit to 
Authorities. 


Salonica, Roumania, February 26.—Miss 
Ellen M. Sfone and Madame Tsilka will 
start without delay from Salonica, Mace- 
donia, for Constantinople. In the mean- 
while the liberatec missicrnaries are stay- 
ing at the m. ssionary headquartcrs, where 
they are receiving the congratulations of 
their colleagues. 

Miss Stone says the brigands swore 
both of their captives to absolute secrecy 
1egardirg any infcrmation calculated to 
establish the identity of the brigands, the 
lceation of the places where they weg 
concealed, or other tacts likely to com- 
promise their captors. AS a méz™-er of 
fact, the prisoners themselves are very 
uncertain regarding many details of their 
wanderings. They did not know, when 
they were released. in what section of 
the co_ntry they were. 

An arrangement had been. made to re- 
‘¢ase Miss Stone and her companion near 
Seres, Macedonia, where Dragoman 
Gargiulo and Mr. House were waiting for 
them; but the brigands, owing to timidity 
or otherwise, declared it was too difficult 
to carry out the pian, and brought their 
captives, atter a hard night march, with- 
in one and a half hours journey of Stru- 
mitza.

The scene within the Pantheon was 
most imposing and full of color, owing 
to brilliant tolilettes of the ladies and the 
uniforms of the officials. 

There was an immense concourse this 
afternoon to witness the inauguration of 
the monument to Victor Hugo, erected on 
the Place Victor Hugo, in the Passy 
quarter, within a stone’s throw of the 
house in which the poet ded. 

Addresses were delivered by the pres- 
ident of the municipality and the chair- 
man of the monument committee, gi0- 
rifying the memory of Victor Hugo.

Halifax, February 26.—The big screw 
steamship Neckar, of the North German 
Lloyds line, with her propeller disnbled, 
wac convoyed into Halifax harbor this 
evening by the steamer Karlrupe, of the 
same line, and the British steamer Ma- 
tinhead, of the Head line. The Neckar 
and the Karlsrupe are both from Brem- 
erhaven for New York with a combined 
passenger list of 2,500 people. The Matin- 
head and the Karisrupe fell in with the 
Neckar on the same day that the acci- 
dent happened and both stood by the 
disabled vessel. 

The Matinhcad was bound from New 
Orleans for Havre. The Neckar came 
into port under her own steam, after 
battling nine days with the gales that 
swept the north Atlantic. 

In one of these gales both propellers 
were disabled and the rudder shaft was 
postion. Assistance came in the rick of 
time. 

The Karlsrupe stood by. Eight times 
connection was made between the two 
big steamers and as many times the 
Karisrupe lost her tow. The storm blew 
with fury day after day. 

Time and time again after the lines 
parted the Neckar was left at the mercy 
ot wind and wavs, but Hurrassowits 
stuck to his post and the vessel was 
brought safely to Halifax, sometimes 
in tow of the Karisrupe and sometimes

South Atlantic Port. 


FROM SAVANNAH TO GERMANY 


The Steamship Drachenfelz Carries 
19,332 Bales, the Value Being 
$804,397—British Steamer 
Myassa Goes Ashore on 
Ossabow Island. 


Savannah, Ga., February 26.—The Ger- 
man steamship, Drachenfelz, Captain Lin- 
tiz, sailed today for Bremen and Ham- 
burg with the largest cargo of cotton 
ever cleared from a south Atlantic port. 

She carried, according to the official 
way of estimating the tofal by counting 
round bales two for one, 19,332 bales, 
vaiued at $804,397. 

In addition to the cotton the Drathen- 
felz also took 2,100 barrels of rogin, 3,404 
sacks of cotton seed meal and 2,491 tons 
of phosphate rock. 

British Steamship Goes Ashore. 

The British steamship Myassa, Captain 
Leslie, from Huelva, Spain, to this port, 
with pyriaes, went ashore on Ossabow 
island, 25 miles south of Tybee light, 
Monday afternoon in a gale. 

Information reached here this morning 
and two tugs were sent to her assistance. 
They pulled on the ship at high water, 
but failed to dislodge her. Another at- 
tempt will be made at the next tife. The 
ship is lying easy. There are hopes of 
saving her, but getting her clear is not 
assured.

DEAL OF $100,000 IN ROME. 


This Much Stock in Gas and Oil 
7 Company Sold. 

Rome, Ga., February 26.--(Special.)—One 
of the largest deals that has been ¢nade 
in Rone in some time was consummated 
yesterday when the Empire National and 
Oil Company sold $190,000 cf its stock. 

The parties who bought the stock reside 
in West Virginia, and are largely inter- 
ested in the fields of their own state. It 
was practically a cash transaction, and 
the company has several other large 
deals on foot. 

The names of the parties who invested 
this large sum of money in Floyd county 
could not be learned, as they desire at 
present to keep their names a secret. 

The Empire Natural Gas and Oil Com- 
pany has leases and options on 200 acres 
of land in this county and will within 
thirty days commence boring for oil.

THEY COMMITTED THEFT 


AT EMMA POSTOFFICE 


Aftér Capturing Postmaster Alexan- 
der He Seized Pistol and Fought 

: Desperate Battle with Them, 

i Finally Conquering 

i the Thieves. 


Asheville, N. C., February 26.—(Special.) 
For the offense of burglary at night, the 
game being a capital crime. Dudley John- 
son, white, and Ben Foster colored, 
were hanged here today at 12:3) o'clock. 

Today's executions were the final chapter 
in a case attended by meny exciting inci- 
dents, in which a fiance came to a hos- 
pital and married the man the burglars 
were believed to have wounded to the 
death, and whose bravery called forth.a 
letter of praise from Charles Emory 
Smith, at that time postmaster general. 

The four men conspired to rob the com- 
bined postoffice and store kept by Samuel 
Alexander at Emma, a little hamlet a 
few miles distant from Asheville, on the 
right of February 1, 1901. 

History of the Crime. 

Of all the crimes ever committed 
in North Carolina this was the 
most sensational. The four men (Kussell 
Yates and Harry Mills being the two 
others) planned the robbery in Asheville 
in January of last vear. They then wait- 
ed until nightfall and wa!ked along a rail- 
way to Emma, and going to the post- 
office, which is in a store, called the 
pestmaster, Samuel Alexander, to the 
door, by pretending that they desired to 
buy goods. 

He lived in a room in the _ building. 
When he appeared they drew revolvers 
and forced him to take them to his room, 
where they got his revolver. They then 
forced him to open the safe. Johnson 
(white) and Foster (cols~ed) were inside, 
while Gates (white) and Mills (colored) 
stood guard outside. After the safe was 
opened by Alexander, Johnson laid his 
revolver down in order to take the money. 
At this moment a cat moved in the rear 
of the store, and this attracted the t- 
tention of Foster, who was standing be- 
gide Alexander and holding his revolver 
at the latter’s head. 

Like a flasn, as Foster turned to listen 
to the noise, Alexander. seized Johnson's 
revolver and shot Foster. He snapped it 
at Johpson, who grappled with him. Their 
etruggie was long and fierce. Foster aided 
Johnson all he could. In Johnson's hand 
was an open knife. Alexander caught this 
knife and his hand. was deeply cut by it. 


“Poster shot Alexander with a 44-caliber 


revolver, and again shot at him, but the 
bullet struck Johnson in the fate. 

All were getting weak, but Alexander, 
mn young mountaineer, all bone and mus- 
cle. was HxXe a tiger cat. He kept up the 
fight against both men and absolutely 
forced them to the door and out of it. 
Then he fell, half dead from loss of blood 
ond exertion. The four burglars ran, and 
truning. fired at Alexander, but missed 
him. He cried for help and it finally 
came. 

Foster and Johnson were badly wound- 
ed. They were captured the next day. 
She four narrowly escaped. lynching and 
for a week a battalion of troops and a 
posse of citizens pad to guard the jail 
to save them. They were taken to Char- 
lctte jail for safe keeping. They were at 
charlotte several months. 

Alexander was so desperately wounded 
that for weeks his death was hourly ex- 
pected. He was a popular hero. A young 
girl to whom he was engaged married 
him when he was thought to be dying and 
rursed him devotedly. A large purse was 
mado up for him. The postmaster general 
wrote him a personal letter of thanks, and 
in the past fortnight he has given him a 
place in the postoffice department at 

ashtington. 

The Trial of the Burglars. 

The trial of the four men, who we?e 
charged with burglary, began June 7. 
The feature of it was Alexander’s story. 
For four days the court room was packed 
with eager people. All four were found 
guilty of burglary in the first degree 
and sentenced to be hanged August 16. 
They appealed to the supreme court on 
the question whether the store was a 
dwelling house. The court said it was. 
It was the first case to be decided by 
the supreme court since the statute of 
1889 defining the first and second de- 
grees of burglary. 

The supreme court on the 23d of De- 
cember made its decision and the gov- 
ernor issued the death warrant. He, on 
the 22a of February, commuted the sen- 
tences of Gates and Mills to life impris- 
onment at hard labor in the penitentiary 
here. The sheriff had orders to briny 
them at once and did so. 

Johnson said he was raised in Ohio, 
near Columbus, wherw he had a good 
homee that his father died and his moth- 
er moved to the Indian Territory. He 
said they ought to be punished, but that 
death was too severe, as no one was 
killed. He appeared to think that murder 
was necessary to make burglary in the 
first degree. 

When Foster was asked how he and 
Johnson had entered the building and 
left Gates and Mills outside, he replied: 
*‘Nerve.”’ 

Johnson dented that he was the John- 
gon wanted in Florida for murder. 
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|KILLS NEGRO, GIVES SELF UP 


A WEALTHY WHITE FARMER 
NEAR SELMA SHOOTS BLACK. 
Had Warned Negro Off His Place. 
The Latter Threatened Farmer 
and Was Killed. 


Selma, Ala., February 2%.—(Special.)— 
John Stoutenborough, a wealthy white 
farmer, who lives 20 miles south of here, 
came to Selma today and gave himself 
tp to the sheriff for killing a negro man 
ramcd Jack Coleman y>sterday morning. 

Stoutenborough a few days ago warned 
the negro not to trespass on his proper- 
ty. Yesterday morning the regro came 
te his farm just before day and shot scev- 
¢ral times through tke windows and door 
of house occupied by his divorced wife. 
who is cooking for Stoutenborough’'s fam- 
Later tn the day Stoutenborough 
met Coleman in the road and the negro 
came to him and asked him to withdraw 
his orders. The farmer refused and the 
negro raisei his gun to his shoulder and 
shot at Stoutenborough. The latter 
dodged just in time and only received 
several slight flesh wounds. 

Etoutenborough then pulled his pistol 
and shot at the negro four times, all the 
shots taking effect, and the negro died a 


few hours later. 


FREE WITH MONEY AS WATER. 


Appropriations of Mississippi Solons 
Will Reach $5,000,000. 


Jackson, Miss., February 26.—(Sp¢ ial.) 
The present legislature has broken ail 
previous records in making appropria- 
tions. 

Up to the present time over $4,900,000 
have beep set aside for various purposes, 
and bills are still pending which carry 
appropriations aggregating fully $1,000,000 
more. The special legislative session will 
go down in history as the ‘five million 
dollar legislature.’’ The expenditures 
thus far made are fully one million In 
excess of those made at the regular ses- 
sion two years ago. 

Among the larger appropriations are 
$2,600,000 for the common schools, $400,000 
for the confederate soldiers’ pensions, 
$750,000 for salaries and contingent ex- 
penses, $306,000 for the Mississippi insane 
hospital, and nearly a half miliion for 
the four state educational institutions. 


Politics and Negro Divorced. 

Raleigh, N. C., February 26.—(Special.) 
It is not believed that there wili be 4 
long political campaign this year. The 
negro is for the first time eliminated from 
politics and cuts no figure after July 1, 
when the constitutional amendment lim- 
iting the franchise goes into effect. 


Negro Killed on Track. 

Brunswick, Ga., February 26.—(Special.) 
John Carter, a negro, was killed by a 
Southern short line passenger train en 
route to Jesup today. Carter was badly 
mangled and a flask of whisky was lying 
beside him. He was sitting on the track 
and supposedly drunk. A coroner's jury 
exonerated the rcad from all blame. 


Corn Whisky Kills Girl. 

Raleigh, N. C., February 26.—(Special.) 
A coroner’s Inquest was held yesterday on 
the body of Ella Best, a young negro girl, 
who died by reason of drinking an ex- 
cessive quantity of corn whisky. Joe 
Smith, who married her sister, has fled. 
It Ig said he gave her the whisky. He 
took $15 of his wife’s money, with which 
to buy a coffin for the girl. That was the 
last neard of him. 


A New Winter Resort. 

Raleigh, N. C., February 26.—(Special.)— 
Chicago and Iowa capitalists have bought 
1,260 acres of land, largely timbered with 
live oak, at Wrightsville, for the purpose 
of making it a winter resort. Wrights- 
ville is on the coast, 8 miles east of Wil- 
mington. 


Council Refuses Charter. 

Sheffield, Ala., February 26.—(Special.)— 
The application for electric light fran- 
chises for this city made by F. C. Brum- 
bach, of Chicago, was declined by the city 
counct] at a> special session of 
that body, called for the pur- 
pose of acting on the same, last 
evening. There is a etrong sentiment 
among the members of the city council 
for municipal ownership for both the wa- 
ter and electric light utilities, believing 
that this would place the city in better 
shape to deal liberally with manufacur- 
ing enerprises here than would ™ the 
case were these properties in the hands 
of private parties. 


Alabama Oil Enthusiasm. 

Montgomery, Ala., February 26.—(Spe- 
cdial.)\—Dr. W. H. Sanders. of Mobile, 
state health officer.

General H.Y. Boynten Discusses Chicka- 
mauga Training Ground. 


IS READY FOR MOBILIZING 


Scheme of Camps of Instruction Is 
Part of the Elaborate War Col- 
lege Project Which Secre- 
tary Root Has Presented 
to Congress. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., February 24.—Gen- 
eral H. V. Boynton, president of the 
Chickamauga national military park 
ccmmission, in an interview on fhe camp 
of instruction at Chickamduga park, 
said: 

“The camp of instruction at Chicka- 
mauga is already suffiteiently completed 
to admit of the assembling of a large 
body of troops upon a week's notice. 
With the cleaning up of the storehouses 
and relaying a few branches of railroad 
side track about them, providing an ad- 
vance supply of wceod, looking after the 
extra machinery at the pumping station, 
and a few other such matters as these, 
25,000 or 30,000 troops could be recelved 
and properly started In thoroughly com- 
fcrtable camps without putting the park 
authorities to any inconvenience as to 
haste in preparation. 

‘‘The scheme of the camps of instruction 
is a part of the elaborate war college 
project which Secretary Root has pre- 
sented to congress, the machinery for 
which bas been worked out for him, and 
under his instruction by Colonel W. Car- 
ter, of the adjutant general's office. It 
niakes of the entire army, from the school 
for the priviate soldier up to the in- 
struction of a general staff in the war 
college at Washington, a great military 
university, and in the course of a few 
years will make our army one of the 
kest educated bodies in professional 
lines to be found. 

“The project of the secretary of war 
also includes throwing open all these 
advantages to the officers of the national 
guard.”

Bud Abernethy, a desperate negro, who 
is serving a nine-year sentence for &an 
attempt to kill an old man, last night 
made his escape from the ‘detention 
camp located near the pest house. With 
Abernethy, Rufus Adams and Will Wil- 
liams also made their escape. 

The latter two negroes were bound to- 
gether and unless some means has been 
found by which they can free them- 
selves their capture js the matter of a 
short time. 

Abernethy was removed from the coun- 
ty jail to the detention camp: owing 
to the appearance, recently of smallpox 
among the negroes in the jail. Special in- 
structions for guarding him had been 
issued and he was kept in a tent separat- 
ed from the other pt soners. While the 
guards were changing Abernethy made 
his escape, leaving behind the shackles 
which he had managed to saw off by 
persistent filling with a spring from his 
shoe, During the excitement following 
the discovery of Abernethy’s escape, the 
two negroes shackled together got away. 
Abernethy is the negro who, in an ef- 
fort to escape, made a desperate attack 
upon Constable Porter at the county jail 
here recently, from the effects of which 
Mr. Porter is still suffering. Two years 
would have been added to his sentence.

SMALLPOX IN GIRLS’ SCHOOL. 


Report That Caused a Sensation at 
Tuscaloosa, Ala. 
Tuscaloosa, Ala., February 26.—(Spe- 
clal.)\—Yesterday morning it was rumored 
that there were several cases of small- 
pox at the Tuscaloosa Female college. 
It was first claimed that the disease 
was chickenpox, but yesterday afternoon 
ut 5 o'clock the college physician, Dr.

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County School Election. 

' Today the people of Fulton county 
districts that have not already estab- 
lished free public schools for the full 
term of nine months will vote upon 
tue question of prolonging the present 
public school year of five months pro- 
vided by the county to a term equal to 
‘that enjoyed by the public school: 
children of Atlanta. 

Under existing conditions fourteen 
out o. twenty-eight white schools of 
the county have school terms of nine 
months, the county bearing the ex- 
pense of five months of the time and 
the cost of conducting the school for 
the remaining four months being made 
up through tuition fees charged the 
scholars. This arrangement results 
inevitably in forcing many of the poor- 
er children to retire from the school 
upon the expiration of the free term, 
allowing them but 100 days’ schooling 
in the entire year. 

The Constitution does not presume , 
to take the position of dictating to the 


| me people of Fulton county what amount 


of education is necessary to the proper 
bringing up of their children; but it 
must be apparent that the child who 
receives but five months’ tuition in 
the year wiil unquestionably drop be- 
hind the pupil who enjoys the bene- 
fits of a public school training for al- 
most twice as long; and the only way 
so secure the best results is by direct 
taxation. This plan has already been 
adopted by Atlanta, East Point and 
Hapeville. Atlanta established her 
public school system more than twen- 
ty-five years ago, East Point about 
four years and Hapeville three years 
since. 

Should the bill which will be submit- 
ted to the voters today become a law, 
it will give to every child within the 
borders of Fulton county the same ops» 
portunity to secure an education that 
is now afforded by all the leading towns 
and cities of the state and by three of 
the leading counties in Georgia—Chat- 
ham, Bibb and Richmond. 

The question of education in the 
rural districts is one of deepest con- 
cern to every southern state, and all 
the leading educational authorities of 
the country agree that the only hope 
of its solution lies in each community 
meeting the state half way in the es- 
tablishment of a local public school 
system. This was the attitude taken 
by Governor Candler in his recent mes- 
gage and is the method approved by 
State School Commissioner Glern. 

The bill to be voted on today was 
drawn by Superintendent M. L. Brit- 
tain, of the Fulton county schools, and 
was passed by Fulton’s representa- 
tives in the last general assembly. 
Should it receive today a majority of 
two-thirds of the registered vote it 
will become effective. | 

Give the Fulton county boy a chance 
to secure a good, common school edu- 
cation! The cconomy that seeks to 
deprive a boy of the benefits of such 
a training is a short-sighted policy. 
Anything that will tend to raise the 
standard of education in the state 
should be encouraged and Fulton coun- 
ty should on record as favoring the 
upbuilding of her public school inter- 
ests. 
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Wrong Pleas for Northern Help. 

That the educational needs of our 
southern people are many and urgent 
we have confessed and deplored times 
out of mind. Nevertheless we have a 
feeling that is half humiliation and 
half resentment when we see the 
northern newspapers cofnmenting 
with patronizing unction upon appeals 
made by southern school agents who 
are seeking funds among the charita- 

‘people of the east and north. 

We might not feel that way if those 
who are doing the appealing would 
° only put their pleas upon right bases. 
It is not fair that the northern people { 
should be harrowed up and exhorted 
to give their. money to help the “pau- 
per:progeny of inert and ignorant 


— 2 easel It is an injustice 
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Because of that we enter an emphatic 


protest against such wholesale mis- 
representation of the situation which 
actually exists. ) 

In The Boston Heraki we find a col- 
umn editorial relating the presence in 
that city of a southerner who is asking 
the people of Boston to give him 
$3,000 in aid of a school that he is 
operating, he claims, for the benefit 
of the poor whites. *His aim, ac- 
cording to The Herald, is “the men- 
tal upliftfng of the poor white class, 
the degenerate descendants of the ear- 
ly colonists.” He brings against us 
of the south not only that rough in- 
dictment of degeneracy, but tells the 
Bostonese that the negroes are bet- 
ter supplied with educational facilities 
than the white commoners of the 
state, wh.ch is not true. 

In Milwaukee, as our special cor- 
respondents have: reported, another 
missionary is going the rounds with 
similar representations and petitions. 
His work is along theological lines 
and we doubt not that he is moving 
many righteous souls to chip in coin 
to help us out of an Egyptian day- 
darkness df heathenism and heresies. 

Our objection is not to the main 
purpose of these foragers. We think 
they are right in going to the north- 
ern people, much of whose riches and 
prosperity has been made in-the ex- 
ploitation of our people of the south. 
Those people ought to give a thou- 
sand-fold more than they have yet 
contributed to help repair the war 
spoliations which made ignorance and 
poverty inevitable to our masses. We 
need help to carry this great burden, 
but we want it with a just under- 
Standing of all the facts as they are. 

Therefore, if those who work the 
northern charity route will only speak 
out in meeting and tell the people be- 
fore them, as ex-United States Sena- 
tor Blair tells them, that their gifte 
are not so much philanthropy as just 
payments on account of patriotic obli- 
gations, we would have no protest to 
utter against their efforts. But we do 
register our denia: of the allegation 
that the poor whices of Georgia are in 
an especial sense such helpless 
“Greeks at the door” of the unco guid 
and charitable folk of Boston, or of 
Mflwaukee. sIf they are actually in 
that condition it is high time we found 
it out, surely, and called upon our 
state educational authorities for the 
reasors why. For the present the 
statements of the missiongries allud- 
ed to are not well enough fortified by 
facts to be conclusive and so we are 
forced to look upon them as gratuitous- 
ly unjust to the white people of this 
commonwealth. 
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Santos-Dumont in the Role of Icarius 
Though Santos-Dumont was some- 
what chagrined and humiliated when 
his famous flying machine got be- 
yond his control and took an unexpect- 
ed dip into the Mediterranean, he may 
congratulate himself that he fared 
much better than some of his ad¥ent- 
urous predecessors, chief among whom 
was Icarius, son of Daedalus. Ac- 
cording to the old Grecian accounts, 
Icarius undertook to navigate the air 
with wings of wax attached to his 
back, but they failed to buoy him up 
when he leaped from the watch-tower 
and under the weight of his heavy at- 
tachments he dropped at once to the 
bottom of the Aegean. If he ever 
came up again he was careful to keep 
out of sight and tradition credits him 
with still scraping about under thé 
water with his fiying machine attach- 
ed to his ribs. 

Santos-Bumont was more fortunate 
than Icarius, for it seems that his 
friends never trusted him. They re- 
alized the danger of the experiment 
and fearing that the consequences 
might prove fatal, they went out in 
rescue boats prepared to pluck him 
from the water whenever he should 
happen to drop. With becoming hu- 
mility, the bold aeronaut has acknowl- 
edged his debt of gratitude to his 
friends by announcing that he will 
shortly repeat the experiment, this 
time being assured of better. suc- 
cess. Most of the newspapers of the 
country are ridiculing the fool-hardi- 
ness of Santos-Dumont for essaying 
the role of Icarius; and they take ad- 
vantage of this opportunity to show 
what littie progress has been made. in 
the art of aerial navigation during the 
past two thousand years. 

Our own opinion of Santos-Dumont 
is thet he is more adventurous than 
scientific, but thinking him so does 
not make him so, and whenever we are 
tempted to cast ridicule upon one who 
is making an honest attempt to ad- 
vance the progress of civilization we 
are reminded of the countless prema- 
ture verdicts which the world has pro- 
nounced upon men of genius. Galileo, 
Fulton, Morse, Stephenson and scores 
of other great inventors whom we 
might mention were the objects of con- 
stant ridicule in their day at the hands 
of their reientless critics, and yet the 
time has come when the voice of crit- 
icism is completely swallowed up in 
the chorus of universal acclaim. Re 
membering how the views of men have 
been adjusted in times past to meet 
the demands of progress, we are estop- 
ped from pronouncing any hasty judg- 
ment upon the experiment of Santos- 
Dumont, and we can only say that we 
live in an age when wonders never 
cease to happen. 
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The Consent of the Governed.

If we are not 
mistaken, seyeral presidents of the 
United States and often the party con- 
trol of congress has represented but a 
minority of the electors. 

In the case of the Philippines we 
have @ situation entirely new to us. 
In ways accepted by the laws of na- 
tions we have acquired the islands 
and the control of its peoples. We 
bought a rebellion and we have it yet 
on our hands. There has been no Op- 
portunity as yet for the Filipinos to 
actually and deliberately decide the 
question of consent, either to be gov- 
erned by us, or by a faction of them- 
selves, or by some other powér alien 
to them and‘to us. 

So long as the rebellion continues 
and free action by the Filipinos is 
made as impossible by the acts of the 
insurgents as by any acts on our part, 
the question that presses upon us and 
which we cannot avoid is the duty to 
reftore order, peace and authority. so 
that a real verdict of the people can 
be made probable and possible. 

For these’ reasons The Constitu} 
tion has stood for the old Jeffersonian 
precedent and the true American 
method, and that is to hold the Phil- 
ippines, restore order, grant local self- 
government and so prepare the way 
for an amicable and final adjustment 
of rights and relations between this 
country and the Philippine islanders. 

We do not subscribe to the repub-

That is the ultimate ques- 
tion to be decided when both parties 
are in position to arbitrate it upon

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REPUBLICANS REFUSE. 
TO DECLARE POLICy 


By Jos: Ohl. 

Washington, February 26.—(Special.)— 
The republican leaders of congress have 
determined that in none of the legisja- 
tion bearing upon the Philippines to be 
enacted at this session is there to be a 
declaration of policy which may bind this 
government in the future. 

A good many individual republicans 
contend that there should be a declara- 
tion of purpose to hold the islands per- 
manently, this to be accompanied by as- 
Surances of the largest possible measure 
of self-government. Some go so far as 
to hold that a permanent form of gov- 
ernment should be prepared by this con- 
gress and that there should be no more 
doubt concerning the American policy. 
The men who hold to this idea contend 
that unless this is done there may a re- 
versal in popular sentiment and the ‘‘ul- 
timate independence” idea advanced by 
the democrats generally may obtain such 
strength as to endanger the success of 
the republican party in the presidential 
election. 

The matter has been discussed a great 
deal by leading republican senators and 
representatives, as well as by the prom- 
inent officials of the administration, and 
the result is an agreement that it will be 
better for the administration and the re- 
publican party to make no definite decla- 
ration at this time. 

Arguments for Non-Action. 

The men who have contended for this 
line of action, or non-action, hold that 
ooth from the standpoint of the govern- 
ment and of the republican party it will 
be better to have whatever legislation 
that may be enacted understood to be of 
a temporary character. They argue that 
there is at present no occasion for a dec- 
laration of policy that goes beyond the 
creation of a stable government, this ac- 
companied by the declaration that noth- 
ing else is to be considered until there is 
absolute peace throughout the islands. 

It seems to be the desire of the minor- 
ity leaders to force, if they can, a decla- 
ration from the republicans in favor of 
permanent retention, but the republicans 
have determined that they will not allow 
themselves to be forced at this time. They 
do not hesitate as individuals to express 
their conviction that the islands are part 
of the American system and are in that 
system to stay; but they consider it the 
part of political wisdom to avoid any for- 
mal declaration of policy by this con- 
gress. 


The Bacon Amendment, 

The full text of the Bacon amendment, 
which is regarded by the minority as a 
clear-cut statement of their position and 
which will receive their support, is as fol- 
lows: 


“Sec, That when armed resistance 
to the authority of the United States shall 
have ceased within said islands and peace 
and order shal have been restored there- 
in, it is the purpose and intention of the 
United States, so soon thereafter as the 
same can be practically and safely ac- 
complished, to provide the opportunity 
and prescribe the method for the forma- 
tion of a government by and of the peo- 
ple of the Philippine islands, to be there- 
after independently exercised and con- 
trolled by themselves, it being the design 
of the United States to accord to the peo- 
ple of said islands the same measure of 
liberty and independence which have been 
pledged py the congress of the United 

tates to the people of Cuba. ~ 

‘Sec. That when a stable govern- 
ment shall, by the method aforesaid, have 
been duly formed and erected in said is- 
lands, competent and worthy, in the 
judgment of the United States, to exer- 
cise the powers of an independent gov- 
ernment and to preserve peace and main- 
tain order within its jurisdiction, it Is 
the purpose and intention of the United 
States, reserving to themselves only such 
harbors and tracts of land as may be 
needed for coaling stations or other gov- 
ernmental purposes, to transfer to said 
government, upon terms which Shall be 
reasonable and just, all rights and terri- 
tory secured in said’ isMands under the 
treaty with Spain. and to thereupon leave 
the dominion and control of the islands 
to their people. 

‘Sec. hat when said government 
has thus been formed and set up In the 
Philippine islands and approved by the 
United States. it is the design,and inten- 
tion of the United States, through such 
means and measures as may be deemed 
most efficient and appropriate. to secure 
the guaranty of the continued independ- 
ence of the same. 


Any Sword or Thanks for Schley? 

A quiet canvass of the senate is being 
made by friends and admirers of Admiral 
Schley for the purpose of ascertaining 
whether the views of a majority of the 
senate, or any considerable portion of a 
majority, have been changed by President 
Roosevelt's decision which is adverse to 
the admiral who was in the battle of San- 
tiago. 

Before that decision was rendered a 
majority of the senators had expressed 
themselves as in favor of a resolution of 
thanks and the presentation, on behalf of 
congress, of a sword, as was done in the 
case of Admiral Dewey. Several resolu- 
tions to that effect were introduced and 
referred to the committee on naval af- 
fairs. The one which was regarded with 
most favor was modeled exactly after the 
Dewey resolution, the only difference be- 
ing the substitution of Schiley’s name for 
Dewey’s and of Santiago for Manila bay. 

It is not Known how much of an im- 
pression the president's message or his 
declaration that the controversy should 
cease has rad on individual republican 
senators. It is believed that some who 
would have voted for such a resolution 
before, but who were not particularly en- 
thusiastic cne way or the other, have 
been won over to the president's way of 
thinking, at least to the extent that thev 
will decline to bring on further agitation 
in congress. It is possible, however,‘ that 
there is still a majority who would sup- 
port sich a resolutioh, and if the canvass 
which is going on shows this to be true, 
Senator McComas, of Marvylard, or sofhe 
other strong Schley man will move that 
the resolution be taken from the com- 
mittee on naval affairs and placed before 
the senate. 

It is impossible to say what would be 
its fate if it passes the senate and goes 
to the house. President Roosevelt would 
doubtiess exert all his influence with the 
house leaders to prevent its consideration 
there. end he might succeed. 

If, however, it should pass the house 
as a joint resolution requiring his signa- 
true, ite fate is certain. He would veto 
it just as soon as it reached him. He 
has suid as much to several of his confi- 
dential friends. 

Governors of Outlying Possessions. 

Governor Taft has established a prece- 
Gent for future governors of the Phillp- 
pine islands, so far as the privilege of 
¢he floor of the house of representatives 
is concerned. There is -nothing in the 
rules «f congress which entitle the gov- 
ernor of one of our “outlying provinces” 
to the privilege of the floor while the 
house is in session. The rule applies to 
“governors uf states and territories."’ A 
few days ago Governor Taft, while at 


the capitol, in connection with the investi- 
gation pending before the senate comms- 


tee on the Philippines, had occasion to 
visit the house of representatives. He had 
an idea that as governor of the Philip 
pines, he was privilexed to waik into tho 
jBouse while the session was in ‘progress. |

BILL GOES TO CONFERENCE 


Democrats Sought To Amend Bill by 
Reducing the Rate of 


Duty. 


- Washington, February %.—The house 
today sent the Philippine tariff bill to 
conference, non-concurring In all the sen- 
ate amendments. The democrats sought 
to amend the amendment by reducing the 
rate of duty and declaring the UnUiéted 
States should relinquish all claim to the 
archipelago, but all propositions were de- 
feated. 

Mr. Payne moved non-copcurrence in the 
first amendment to reduce the rates on 
go00dsscoming into the United States from 
the Philippines to 7 per cent of the 
Dingley rates, while Mr. McCleNan, of 
New York, moved non-concurrence with 
an amendment to reduce fhe duties to 25 
per cent of the Dingley rates. 

Mr. McClellan said he would be glad to 
see free trade with the Phétpppines, and 
his amendment was designed to improve 
a bad biN by adopting the tariff reduc- 
tions urged by Governor Taft. 

Mr. McClellan's motion was 
to 107. 

Mr. Richardson moved concurrence 
with an amendment to remove ‘all du- 
ties on goods coming into the United 
States from the Philippines. On a rising 
vote the amendment prevafled—69 to 67— 
But when tellers were demanded the 
amendment was lost—95 to 10. 

Mr. Kitchin, of North Carolina, pro- 
posed a broadening of the clause exempt- 
ing certain persons from prosecution for 
treason by exempting any person failing 
to g.ve information against another. Af- 
ter debate the amendment was lost—s6 
to 112. 

Mr. Richardson, of Tennessee, offered 
a proviso to thé last senate amendment 
that the United States relinquish’ all 
claim to sovereignty over the Philippine 
islands; that all trade between the 
United States and the Philippines shall 
be free; that the United States shall 
withdraw from control of the archipela- 
tions, retaining only coaling -and naval 
stations. 

The amendment was declared to be out 
of order by the chairman, at the instance 
of Mr. Payne. 

On motion of Mr. Payne the house non- 
concurred in the senate amendments and 
asked for a conference, Messrs. Payne, 
of’ New York; Dalzell, of Pennsylvania, 
and Richardson, of Tennessee, being 
named as conferees. 

The house then adjourned.

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TAFT CONTINUES HIS STORY 


In Regard to the Needs of the Phil- 
ippines. 

Washington, February 2%.—Governor 
Taft continued his statement today. be- 
fore the insular committee of the Kouge. 
Referring to the Philippine tariff, he ad- 
vocated a reduction of 7% per cent on to- 
bacco, sugar and hemp. 

He emphasized the need of increasing 
the appropriation for permanent military 
posts, as the present system of using 
churches, schools and private houses as 
soldiers’ quarters did pof assist toward 
tranquillity. At times, too, he said, the 
officers took the baegt houses for their 
quarters and occasionally there were de- 
lays in paying the rent for native quar- 
ters. He said there should be a thou- 
sand more American teachers in-the is* 
land. 

In explaining the question of the friar 
lands, Governor Taft said it would he 
desirable for congress to guarantee the 
bonds to be issued for the purchase of 
these lands. as it would secure a low 
interest rate.

HOUSE AND SENATE AGREE 


All Employees of Bureau, Except Un- 
skilled Laborers, Come Under 
Civil Service Law. 


Washington, February %.—The con- 
ferees of the two houses of congress 
on the bill creating a permanent §ensus . 
reached an agreement today. The bill as 
agreed upon embodies most of the amend- 
ments made in the senate, though some 
of them are retained in modified forms. , 

’ All the employees of the office at the 
time of the signing of the bill except 
unskilled laborers are to come under the 
provisions of the civil service law. The 
provision requiring fmture appointments 
to be made under the civil service law ~ 
was modified by the conference so as. to 
make the requirement applicable only te. 
permanent appointments. 

The director's salary is fixed at $6,000 
per annum, instead of $5,000, as suggested 
by the house and $7,500 as named by the 
senate. The chief clerk's salary is fixed 
at $2,500. Four chief statisticians and 
four chiefs of divisions are provided for. 

The provision relating to the collec- 
‘tion of cotton statistics for the year was 
amended by the conference so as to re- 
quire that weekly bulletins on this sub. , 
ject shall be published each year from 
September 1 until February 1 following. 
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TO REDUCE PHILIPPINE ARMY. 


About 32,000 Trocps Will’ Be Left 
in the Islands. 
Washington, Febuary 2%.—Secretary 
Root, in conformit: with assurances re- 
cently made to arious committees of 
congress, has a’. anged for a gradual re- 
duction of th: military force in the Phil- 
ippines to about 32,000 men. Orders have 
been sent to General Chaffee, command- 
ing a division of the committees, to ar- 
range to send h ome all the regulars un- 
der his command that were sent to the 

Philippines in 1899. 

About 13,000 troops are affected by these 
orders. The movement will be made very 
slowly, a regiment at a time, in the or- 
der in which they arrived in the Philip- 
+ pines, and In each case only when the 
regulars can be spared without embar- 
rassment and without impairing the mil- 
itary control of the situation. All the 
troops sent out in 1898 already have been 
recalled to the United States, with the 
exception of those who are reenlisted for 
service in the archipelago. 

When all the fresh troops fn the United 
States under orders to the Philippines 
have arrived, it is calculated that Gen- 
eral Chaffee will have an effective fight- 
ing force of nearly 32,000 men, exclusive 
of the regiments of 1899, which are to be 
brought home at his earliest convenience. 
Tt is not believed that ft will be possible 
for the most of these troops to leave for 
at least three months.

Employers Object to ‘Limitation on 
Government Work. 

Washington, February %—The pror 
posed Mmitation of work to eight hours 
a day on government work was again be- 
fore the labor committee of the house.

The medal, 
which wil be very 
elaborate, ig being 
made by Mr. Crank- 
shaw, who, yester- 
day morning, sub- 
mitted a‘ design to 
the committee.

ANDREW CARNEGIE Will be pendant 
and of solid. gold.

“It is interesting,’ said the old news- 
paper man, “to notice the way in which 
the metropolitan papers ‘covered’ the 
visit of Prince Henry of Prussia to the 
United States. For weeks beforehand 
the New York journals had been making 
elaborate preparations for handling the 
news of the royal visitors arrival and 
reception in this country. 

“One of the largest penny morning pa- 
pans even went so far as to send a staff 
artist, E. Frederick, to Europe in time 
to take passage on the same boat with 
the princé and make pictures of the Ger- 
man emperor’s brother while crossing the 
Atlantic. In this enterprise that partic- 
ular journal outstripped its competitors 
and has, in consequence, been throwing 
large clusters of bouque@® at itself ever 
since. ; 

“Frederick, by the way, is one of the 
cleverest newspaper artists in thie coun- 
try today. His sketches have that dash 
about them that make his work distinc- 
tive. He has developed wonderfully dur- 
ing the past five or six years and is now 
able to. command almost any = salary. 
Without making an invidious camparison, 
it might be said that he is a splendid 
success to Max de Lipman, who, in his 
time, was the best sketch artist in Amer- 
éca. Poor de Lipman, howéver, fell a vic- 
tim to paralysis and i doubt whether he 
is above ground today. He married 
Florence Courtney, a beautiful actress, 
who was a member of the younger Sal- 
vini's company, and I saw in the papers 
last vear that she had gone back to the 
stage to earn a livelihood for herself and 
family. 

‘De L{gpman was a German baron, but 
he never boasted of his title, preferring 
%o be known simply as de Lipman, the 
artiet. He was clever, genial and a man 
of genius. But this is a digression. What 
1 started out to say was that the metro- 
politan press spread itself on the Prinée 
Henry story. Frederick -met the royal 
visitor on the Kronprinz Wilhelm and 
made a number of capital pictures of 
film. These were In pen and ‘nk and 
wash and were reproduced in generous 
proportions in the paper the morning af- 
ter the arrival of the prince. Frederick 
also interviewed Prince Henry dtiring the 
voyage over. and his graphic word pic- 
ture of that personage was cleverly done. 

“One of the New York morning papers 
had made preparations to score a bix 
‘beat’ on all the other dailies in Gotham, 
buf the weather conditions existing last 
Sunday knocked its plans into a cocked 
hat. The papér in question secured con- 
trol of the Marconi wireless telegraph 
station on Nantucket and had everything 
in readiness to announce tRe prince's ar- 
rival as soon as the Kronprinz should 
have arrived within 100 miles of the har- 
bor. Great must have been the editor's 
chagrin when the instruments failed to 
work and he realized that hfs paper would 
have to take its chances with its rivals. 

“The most remarkable thing in con- 
nection with the prince’s arrival was the 
way in which one of the papers, which, 
by the way, is largely devoted to sports 
and the doings of the members of the 
theatrical professon, ‘covered’ the story. 
While all the other papers held their 
regular matter down and made a great 
spread of the event—even going to the 
extent of printing pictures and headlines 
én colors—this journal contented itself with 
announcing the arrival and reception of 
the German prince in less than a column 
on the front page. The article was writ- 
ten in a very matter-of-fact sort of way 
and chronicled the arrival in much the 
game manner in which it would have an- 
nounced that some actress had returned 
from a trip abroad. 

‘The opening paragraph of the story 
read like this: 

‘‘*‘Among the many arrivals on the 
Kronprinzg Wilhelm, of the North Ger- 
man LiJoyd line, yesterday was Prince 
Henry of Germany, the brother of Em- 
peror William, who comes to attend the 
launching of the kaieser’s yacht, the Me- 
teor, at Shooters island, tomorrow.’ 

“Compared with the stories of the event 
printed in all the other papers this seems 
tame and unnatural, but there are not 
a few in the newspaper profession who

PARK SEEMS 
ASSURED FACT 


Captain Howell and Forrest 
Adair Spoke in Its Advo- 
cacy Yesterday. 


COMMITTEE SHOWED 
GREAT INTEREST 


If the Bill Is Favorably Reported by 
the Subcommittee, an Effort 
Will Be Made To Get 
Early Vote. 


Prospects now seem wnusually bright 
for the establishment of a mational park 
on the land where the historic battle of 
Peachtree creek took place. 

It will be recalled that Colonel Livings- 
ton’s bill providing for the purchase of 
this land was reported favorably by the 
committee during the last session of con- 
gress, but did not reach the house bn 
time to be voted on. At a meeting of 
the subcommittee in Weshington yester- 
day, Captain Evan P. Howell and Fer- 
rest Adafr spoke at some length for the 
bill, and the members of the committee 
manifested a considerable interest. From 
all indications it seems probable that the 
bl whll be reported favorably. If sueh 
is tle case, a strong effort will be made 
to fiave it brought before the house at 


once. 

Following is the special from Wash- 
ington: : 

“Washington, February 2%.—(Special.)— 
Arguments in support of Representative 
Livingston’s. bill to establish a national 
military park in Atlanta were forcibly 
presented this afternoon to a subcom- 
mittee of the house committee on for- 
eign affairs, consisting of Chairman Hull 
and six other members of that commit- 
tee. Representative Livingston, Captain 
E, P. Howell and Forrest Adair spoke 
in advocacy of the proposed bill. Chair- 
man’ Huil questioned them very closely 
as to the details of the plan, as did sev- 
eral others of the committee, and it was 
evident that the matter had already re- 
ceived from them cons#d@erable attention. 
Colonel LAvingston’s bill provides for the 
purchase of a large track of land just 
outside Atlanta for the purpose of 
establishing a military park on ground 
made historic by the many battles fought 
there in the civil war. This bill was re- 
ported favorably from the committee at 
the last congress, but did not reach the 
house in time to be considered. 

Forrest Adair Speaks. 

‘Representative Livingston, in intro- 
ducing Captain Howell and Mr. Adair, 
briefly stated the appropriateness of such 
a park and the reasons why #t should be 
established on the site proposed in his 
bill. Onze hundred thousand soldiers had 
been killed in the battles around Atlanta. 
On the battle field had n decided the 
fate of the republic, aS Atlanta was, 
after all, the key to the situation. The 
government was now offered at a remark- 
ably low price the land on_ which 
these engagemetmts had taken place for 
the establishment of a national park. 
Colonel Livingston then introduced Mr. 
Adair. . 

“Mr. Adair submitted to the commit- 
tee maps showing the location and gen- 
eral topography of the park. With these 
as an aid he was able to give the com- 
mittee a very clear idea of the proposed 
plan. The committee were shown the 
various roads leading to and through 
the park, the rivers that pentetrated and 
the historic points of interest it included. 
The commtee were interested to know 
that many of the old fortifications and 
trenches were still there. Estimates were 
presented by Mr. Adair shcwing the in- 
creasing value of the land which, he said, 
it would soon be impossible to obtain 
for the purpose of a park. 

“Captain Howell followed Mr. Adair 
with a most interesting account of the 
history that had been made on this tract 
of land during the civ] war.. As a par- 
ticipant in the operations around At- 
lanta Captain Howell was in a position 
to speak with accuracy and authority. 
The plan for thw” park had heen origi- 
nated, he said, by General Dodge many 
years ago, who stated to him, when r.d- 
ing over the property on one occasion, 
that it was admirably suited for that pur- 
pose. Captain’ Howell referred to the 
educational value of setting aside this 
historic ground and also fitness of com- 
memorating the battles fought there. 

‘Representative Livingston, in reply 
to some questions of Chairman Hull 
about what Atlanta had done toward se- 
curing the property, stated that Atlanta 
had given to the government the property 
on which stood the United States court 
house and the postoffice, Fort McPherson 
and the federal prison. It was, he said, 
impossible for Atlanta to contr‘bute the 
land for the park, and He thought she 
deserved to receive something in return 
for her generosity to the government 
heretofore. 

“From the tInterest evidenced by the 
committee and especially fhe chairman, 
Mr. Hull, there ig every reason to be- 
lieve that they will report favorably to 
the house Colonel Livingston’s bill, in 
which event Colonel LAvingston will en- 
deav@r to have the bill called up as soon 
as possible.”

Citizens of thirteen districts of Fulton 
county, with their ballot, will today de- 
termine the question of whether the free 
term of the county public schools shall 
continue at five months in the year or 
shal] be increased to nine months. 

They will vote for the approval or dis- 
approval of the law enacted at the last 
session of the legislature, which makes 
possible the increase: The election was 
called for this special purpose. 

The voters of Atlanta, East Point and 
Hapeville will not participate, as those 
places have local school laws and are 
not affected. | 

Saloons-Must Close. 

In connection with the election an im- 
portant and interesting question was rais- 
ed Wy county officials yesterday -after- 
noon, as to whether the saloons in At- 
lanta would have to close today. The 
question aroused much discussion and 
was finally referred to County Attorney 
L. Z. Rosser, who held that under the 
law every saloon located within 2 miles 
of an election precinct must be closed 
today. 

This means that probably every saloon 
in the city will have to close, as ft is 
not believed there is one which is more 
than 2 miles from one of the polling 
places. It has been the general opinion 
that the saloons would be allowed to re- 
main open, as Atlkanta is not affected by 
the election. 

The question has never been raised be- 

fore, as this is the first election of its 
kind ever held in Fulton county. It has 
created considerable anxiety and quite a 
stir. ‘ 
The polls will open at 8 o’clock in the 
morning and close at 3 o'clock in the 
afternoon. There is a total of 717 voters 
registered for the election. The approval 
of the Jaw will carry with it an increase 
in taxation of $2.50 on the thousand. 


MINDER’S LIFE IS SPARED. 


Macon Man Convicted of Murder 
Will Spend Life’in the 
Penitentiary. 

Isadore Minder, convicted in Bibb su- 
perior court of the murder of A. Maho- 
ney, a Macon tailor, had his sentence 
commuted yesterday by Governor Cand- 
ler upon recommendation of the prison 
commission from death on the gallows 
to imprisonment for life in the state pen- 


itentiary. 

It was expected that Minder’s case 
would take this turn, and it was so an- 
nounced in The Conetitution yesterday. 
the prison commission having determined 
to recommend commutation of sentence 
unless some good reason should be shown 
why such actfon should not be taken. 
The commission- fixed Tuesday as a date 
for the hearing, but Mr. McAuliffe, of 
Augusta, who expressed a desire to en- 
ter a protest, did not show up. 

In the order commuting Minder’s sen- 
tence to life imprisonment, the supreme 
court decision in the cage is referred 
to. The supreme court refused a new 
trial, holding that the defendant was 
guilty of murder. and the question of 
recommendation to mercy was one for 
the jury to decide. -'The court, however, 
expressed the opinion that the case was 
one in which such a recommendation was 
warranted and should have been made. 
This was a strong point in Minder’s fa- 
vor and in eddition to this it was shown 
that Minder was of weak mind, approach- 
ing almost the point of insanity. Minder 
will probably be taken at once to one 
of the penitentiary camps, no doubt, with 
great relief to hm that his life has been 
spared.

Action of Governor Candler Finally 
Settles Minder Case. 

Macon, Ga., February 26.—(Special.)— 
The information which came from Atlan- 
ta today regarding the action of Governor 
Cand:er in commuting the sentence of 
Isador Minder, charged with the murder 
of Andy Mahoney, and sentenced to pay 
the death penalty fcr his crime, was a 
surprise to many of the people of Macon. 

The case has been one of the hardest 


fought that ever arose in the courts of, 


this city. It has been twice tried in the 
superior court here, once in the supreme 
court of this state and once in the su- 
preme court of the United States. In all 
of these courts the criginal verdict found 
cn the first hearing of the case was con- 
firmed. 

A few days ago, John R. Cooper, 
through The Const:tution, announced his 
cecision to apply to the prison commis- 
sion of the state for the commutation of 
the death gentence unaer which Minder 
rested. Tine case was set for hearing 
yesterday, but on account of the absence 
of relatives of Mahoney from Augusta, 
the hearing went over until today. 

The recommendation of the prison com- 
mission and the action of Governor Can- 
dier in commuting the sentence, this 
morning, will end the case.

Wild Outlaws from Out of | 
the West Arrive 
Here. 


SPECTACULAR STORY —- 
OF THEIR EXPLOIT 


Thigteen Convicts from Indian Ter- 
ritory Were Landed at Federal 
Prison Late Last Night by 
Major Hackett. 


Thirteen booted, bearded outlaws from 
out of the west arrived in Atlanta at mid- 
n‘ght last night and were taken to the 
federal prison by Major B. F. Hackett, 
United States marshal for the central 
district of Indian Territory, who had 
charge of the prisoners en route to At- 
lanta. 

Sullen, morose and taciturn, the out- 
laws, whose crimes range from peddling 
“forty rod’’ red eye whisky to train rob- 
bing, formed a striking picture as they 
filed han@cuffed into the prison. As near 
as possible they were types of the prim- 
itive man—unwashed, unshaved and un- 
shorn. 

The thirteen prisoners are: Dutch Goad, 
George Goad, Frank Young, Charles Fal- 
| coner, James Hunter, Robert Alford, Ed 
Richnond, George Brown, Gus Clinton, 
James Wilhams, Jack Fletcher, Henry 
Orum and James Johnson. 

Three Train Robbers. 

Among these, Gecrge Brown, Ed Rich- 
mond and Bob Alford were. sent up for ten 
years cach for a train robbery on the 
Missouri, Kansas and Texas at Caney, 
Ind. Ter., August 13. The robbery was 
described as a spectacular bit of foolhardy 
bravery which the cdnventional bad man 
of the plains is popularly supposed to de- 
light in. After stopping the train, the 
through safe was broken with a powerful 
charge of dynamite. The safe was looted 
and about $125 secured. The mail car 
was then pillaged and after the robbers 
had secured the mail pouches they calm- 
ly sat down by a fire within 60 feet of the 
train and dividéd the spoils, at the same 
time throwing jokes at the ergireer. On 
the train was a United States commis- 
sioner, who, not a month before, had 
tried and acquitted the three men on the 
charge of robbing a ferryman. He was 
robbed along with the other passengers. 

The leader of the gang was L. Starnes, 
alias Stratton, who got the bulk of the 
booty. He was recently sent up for life 
and is now serving his term at Fort 
Leavenworth, Kans.

The other prisoners were dent up for 
various minor offenses. 

As soon as thé outlaws arrived at the 
prison they went through only such a 
metamorphosis as ig possible in a United 
States prigoa. They were searched, 
stripped, bathed, shaved, had their hair 
cut and provided with new clothes in a 
remarkably short time. 

The man who came in with a name 
went to bed with a number. The free 
lance of a few months ago became a 
nere machine One could scarcely recog- 
nize any of them after the transforma- 
tion. Late as the hour was, each. man 
was re-created, as it were, for prison 
life. 

typical Frontiersman. 

Major Hackett, who had charge of the 
men, is a typical frontiersman. He is 
a dead shot, a splendid horseman and a 
lover of the chase. He has killed deer 
end wild turkeys by the hundred and 
has to his creait a grizzly bear, weigh- 
ing 300 pounds. ° 

The car in which the men came was a 
regulation prison car, so constructed that 
escape is practically impossible.

The news that more 
rain is in store for Atlanta comes as 
a disappointment to many, as the sun 
came out in such a businesslike manner 
it was generally hoped that Old Sol 
would become a fixture for a while. The 
weather forecast sent out last night for 
Georgia is rain Thursday and probably 
Friday, variable winds changing to fresh 
southeast winds. 


Joke Played on Professors. 

Tusealoosa, Ala., February 26.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Two of the professors of the state 
university were the subjects of a joke 
Saturday night. On starting to church 
the next morning they found their horses 
profusely decked in coats of crimson and 
white paint, these being the college col- 
ors.

Grange, was filed 
lodged his report 
clerk’s office yesterday. 

The paper is a lengthy one, 
the detafls of the case from its énception 
up to the present and the rulings through- 
out are adverse to the petition. 

The Seay Bros. have been for yearns con- 
ducting a mercantile business in La- 
Grange and a few years ago established 
a store in West Point. Apparently they 
were successful in their business opera- 
tions. Among the Atlanta firms wth 
whom they dealt were Gramling-Spalding 
Company and the Inman-Smith Company. 

Several months ago Seay Bros. applied 
for a discharge in bankruptcy. Inman, 
Smith & Co. and the Gramlin-Spalding, 
Company decided to resist the applica- 
tion and through their attorneys set up 
an intervention. On January 17 a hear- 
ing occurred in LaGrange, at which all 
the parties were present, either in per- 
son or by attorney. A,second hearing 
took plaee in Atlanta at Slaton & Phil- 
lips’ oM@ce, when an agreement as to the 
litigation was reached by the attorneys. 

The papers, including all the evidence, 
were finally submitted to Special Master 
Post. ' 

In his report the special master’ de- 
clares that the Gramling-Spalding Com- 
pany had never given up the title to the 
goods which Seay Bros. obtained, and 
that fey are entitled to recover these 
goods, the goods having been specified 
and identified. In event, however, the 
specific goods cannot be reclaimed, then 
the firm, by the special master’s ruling, 


covering 


has a right to thé proceeds derived from. 


the sale of these’ goods. Practically the 
same ruling is made in the Inman, Smith 
& Co. case. 

The report will be engrossed and sub- 
mitted to Judge Newman upon his re- 
turn to the city. A heated and possibly 
a lengthy litigation may follow. The 
men composing the firm are among the 
recognized businéas men of ‘the state. 
No one knowing Seay Bros. have the 
slightest idea that there was &ny desire 
or intent upon their part to misrepresent 
the true, actual situat‘on to those from 
whom they were bus*he. 


SOMETHING OF J. C. JENKINS. 


What “Memoirs of Georgia” Has To 
Say About Him. 


Concerning James C. Jenkins, whose 
name nas been eonsidered in connection 
With the postmastership of Atlanta, the 
following appears in “Memoirs of 
Georgia,’’ and is published at the re- 
quest of his friends: 

“James C. Jenkins, a brainy Atlanta 
attorney, is a native of North Carolina. 
having been born in Gaston county, in 
that state, on May 22, 1853. Here he re- 
sided for eighteen years, and in the 
fall of 1871 left home to attend Wake 
Forest college. When his course was 
completed he matriculated in Princeton 
university and was graduated in the 
centennial class of 1876, with the degree 
of bachelor of arts, but by a continued 
epplication as post-g®iduate he received 
the master of arts degree after a lapse 
of three sessions. On leaving Princeton, 
where he wert through three classes in 
one year, he traveled through Europe 
for six months, visiting the famous re- 
sorts and places of interest to Ameri- 
cans. Returning to his native country, 
he took a course of study in the Colum- 
bian university of Washington, D. C., 
in the law department for two years, 
and there won the first prize for the 
best essay. Finishing here he went to 
Columbia law school ih New York, and 
received a diploma in 1881, with a degree 
of L.L. B. Soon after he came south. 
locating in Atlanta. Ga., where he was 
admitted to the bar in 1881, to the su- 
preme court and United States district 
courts, and in 1889 to the United States 
tsupreme court. From March, 1883, to 
June, 1884, Mr. Jenkins acted as assist- 
ant United States attorney for the north- 
ern district of Georgia, appointed by Ben- 
jamin Brewster, and made an efficient 
officer. 

Indeed, the marked ability he displaved 
gave him a high reputation. Mr. Jenkins 
was married May 24. 1882, to Miss Susie 
M. Scruggs. of Atlanta. Mr. Jenkins’ 
father was David A. Jenkins, of North 
Carolina. He was state treasurer of his 
commonwealth between 1868 and 1876. 
serving two terms. He was aiso two 
terms in the legislature from Gaston 
county, North Carolina. The Jenkins 
family is of Welsh descent. Mr. Jen- 
king {!s a thorough, conscientious end 
painstaking lawyer. who is never dis- 
couraged by obstructions in hig path. 
He has managed with success a number 
of large cases and hig practice is con- 
stantly growing. 

“Mr. Jenkins has had business experi- 
ence and education. Hise father wae one 
of the most successful business men 
and among the ablest financiers of the 
Old North State. His discharge of the 
duties of the office of state treasurer 
during the reconstruction neriod was*so 
efficient, honest and faithful as to win- 
for him the sobriquet of ‘Honest Dave.’ 
The son inherits largely the traits of the 
father. 

“A much vounger brother. L. Tu Jen- 
kins, is president of the First Natienal 
bank, of Gastonia. and is regarded as 
among the ablest financiers and bankers 
of North Carolina. 

"Mr. Jenkins has 


been a life-long re- 
publican end zealous and active tn sun- 
nort of the prin les of his partv. He 
hae alwavs encogfaged harmony in the 
narty and is noted as a neace-maker. 
He was nominated for congress fn 1884, 
but declined the nomination, because un- 
willing to berome « factious can‘idate. 
etther wine being willing to give him 
the nomination.”

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, February 26.—The proceedings in 
today’s stock market were practically a repe- 
tition of those of the last few days. That Is 
to say, the tmportant railroad and industrial 
stocks of the jargest capitalization, which usu- 
ally take the lead in market movements, were 
allowed to slumber, while various obscure and 
rarely active stocks were taken up one after 
enother and pushed upward in more_or less 
sensational movements. * This order of things 
was varied in the last hour by a sharp raid on 
the part of the professional bears.- The osten- 
sible reason for their selling and offering down 
prices was the announcement of engagements 
of gold for export by tomorrow’s steamer to 
the amount of $2,460,000. The persistent 
duliness of the whole market and its refusal 
to advance under the efforta to stimulate it 
by marking up individual stocks impressed the 
professionals with its vulnerable position, and 
the announcement of the gold exports wae ra- 
ther a signal than a motive fcr the attack. 
Reports of damage to the winter wheat crop 
and the resulting stiffness In the winter wheat 
market were used to advantage by the bears 
in their raid. Missouri Pacific was for this 
reason especially vulnerable, and its report of 
a decrease of $79,000 in groes earnings for the 
third week in February also added to its weak- 
ness. It was noticeable, however, that roads 
which reported increases for the same period 
and especially Atchison, with its January in- 
crease of $220,6/5 net, were not able to re- 
sist the decline. No other stock wae so acute- 
ly affected, however, as Missouri Pacific. The 
announcement of gold exports was hardly a 
surprise, as sterling exchange has hovered 
about the export point all the week. Foreign- 
ers have beci heavy sellers of stocks since ie 
news of the government’s procedure against 
the Northern Securities Company, and the sup- 
piy of commercial exchange bills in the mar- 
ket is very scanty. The money market in 
New York has not shown the slightest refiec- 
fion of any coming stringency, yet the sub- 
treasury operations have already taken up 
nearly a million dollars since the last bank 
statement, and with New York exchange at 
Chicago down to 18c discount, the interior 
movement of currency is, probably away from 
New York. An eariy response in the local 
money market is highly probable. The ad- 
vances in today’s market were almost unliver- 
sally without explanation. In the cage of the 
minor railroads they were based on a general 
asvumption that absorption of these by the 
larger systems is manifest destiny. Of the 
more orcminent stocks there was strength in 
Pennsylvania, Eries, Wabash preferred and 
liiinois Central. Amalgamated Copper was an 
active issue.

|CHICAGO MARKET REVIEWED. 


Chicago, February 26.—Widely varying opin- 
ions as to crop conditions and rapid changes 
in sentiment influenced nervously the active 
grain markets today. Early in the session 
ali pits were weak and eventually became 
oversold. Later, recent damage reports firmed 
the markets, and May whéat closed %c high- 
er, May corn %c up and May oats %*@lc high- 
er. Provisions closed a gdepressing day 10@ 
35c lower. 

Wheat ruled weak early and sold lower. 
Several bearish factors were at work, such 
as unresponsive though elightly higher cables, 
heavy receipts and fair weather. Then the 
buyers turned to sellers. Several prominent 
bears sold short and were joined by many of 
the jongs. Liquidation was rather general ear- 
ly, and the outside markets were all some- 
what lower. A few crop damage reports came 
in, but in spite of them a great deal of wheat 
was for sale. Even reports that New York 
had taken more stuff on the break yesterday 
than had been supposed did not help prices. 
Gradually, however, the liquidation ceased, 
and the crop killer had a chance to get in 
his work. Damages were reported from Kan- 
sas, Indiana, Oklahoma and Nebraska, and 
the outside markets began working upward. 
This frightened shorts, who covered eagerly, 
as the western reports came in more fyequent- 
ly. There was decidedly more snap to trade 
than for some time past, and the relatively 
stronger position of the coarse grains heiped 
wheat. May opened %@iKec to %@*c down at 
716@/ Ske, and sold off to 75%c. The reac- 

tion took May up to 76%c and the cicse was 
tirm %c higher at 76%@76%c. An early error 
in posting northwestern receipts 100 cars larger 
tnan,. they really were, when discovered, had 
a little etrengtnening effect. Trade was fair 
and showed a good increase after the early 
lower prices. Kansas City reported that west- 
ern offerings of wheat were not increasing. 
Local receipts were 32 cars, 2 of contract 
grade. Minneapolis and Duluth reported 430 
cars, making a total for the three points of 
462 cars, against 249 last week and 204 a 
year ago. Primary receipts were 577,000 
buehels compared to 7,000 year befcre last. 
Seaboard clearances in wheat and flour equaled 
2/6,000 bushels. The seaboard reported 38 
care taken for export, 

Corn heW firmer than wheat all through the 
day, and was somewhat more active, though 
it sola lower early and turned strong late the 
Same as wheat. Cables were better and in- 
fluenced by a firm opening, May ‘Yc higher to 
unchanged at 60% @60c The bear crowd, 
however, hammered this pit under the influ- 
ence of the wheat break corn eased off to 
59%c. The pit was oversold to some ~extent, 
and when a prominent professional Dull start- 
ed in to buy heavily at the low price the crowd 
changed their seutiments and bought freely 
and covered short accounts. The actual situ- 
ation of the corn market, experts say, is very 
little changed. The milder weather has cur- 
tailed feeding, but notwithstanding this com- 
mission houses generally have advised watch- 
ing the market closely. No marked increaee 
in western offerings is expected for some time. 
One of the principal bull factors was the to- 
tal western corn movement cof only 402,000 
bushels compared to 1,050,000 bushels the 
same day last week. May fought hard against 
the early depression, and when the tide turned 
rose buoyantly to 60%c and closed etrohng *%ec 
up at 6U%c.

There was a 
very uncertain feeling in oats, and tne crowd 
Was playing a watching game. The cash de- 
mand was somewhat better though the eud- 
den turn in futures restricted sales. Corn 
weakness early eased May momentarily after 
the higher opening, but the later strength in 
that pit also tended to help cats. May ciosed 
%@\c higher at 43%@43%c. Receipts were

Provisions were weak and much lower 
throughout the session. The opening was low- 
er on @ low hog market at the yards and short- 
ly after the start a hard raid was made on 
pork. Lard and ribs decitned in sympathy, and 
selling was rather general.

Captain Clayton and Assistant City En- 
gineer W. T. B. Wilson made preliminary 
measurements yesterday morning for the 
proposed viaduct and the result of this 
work will be submitted to Mr. Wells. He 
and the city engineer will go over the 
matter in detail and will, no doubt, lo- 
cate the points at which it will be nec- 

. essary to erect the piers for the bridge.
